TueatnicaL. The new tragedy of Damo. 


anp Prtmus, first presented on Thursday even- 
ing last, was repeated on Monday evening for 
the benefit of Mr. Cooper. The house was 
filled in every part. The piece is founded on 
a well-known historical anecdote, which its 
name will recal to the recollection of every 
reader. The author has embellished the orig- 
inal story with some incidents of his own inven- 
tion, which are well adapted to produce power- 
fal effect on the stage. Not much, however, 
can be said in favour of his blank verse, which, 
though tolerably well constructed, is rather 
barren of sentiment, and almost entirely una- 
dorned with metaphor. There is nothing lofty 
or sublime in the language—no bold or strik- 
ing figures—and whatever there is of pathos, 
arises altogether from the incidents or the rela- 
tive situations of the actors of the drama. ‘The 
hero of the piece, and the character to which 
the attention of the spectator is, almost ex- 
clusively, directed, is Damon. Hermion, his 
wife, is a woman, “ who hath such firm devo- 
tion in her love,” as will “ bear her firmly up,” 
though “ struck down by fortune,” scorned by 
men, and “ made as low, as earth’s foundation 
stone from the top of Etna ;” but this we learn, 
not from any specimen of her own heroic con- 


duct, but from the lips ofher husband. Pythias | 
is a soldier and a lover; but the prominent | 


trait in his character is, the permanence, and 
intensity of his friendship. Dionysius is called 
a tyrant—we know not why, unless it be that 
the author thought it necessary to give the two 
friends an apology for railing against despotism. 
He is almost forced to receive his crown from 
the senate. He does, indeed, order the speedy 
execution of Damon, (and who would not a- 
venge in the same mamer, the man who had 
altempted to assassinate him 7) but, in six hours, 
he gives back his life and freedom. Cat!anthe, 
the betrothed wife of Pythias, is full of love 
and affection, and her distresses interest the 
spectator to a considerable degree. ‘The re- 
mainder of the dramatis persone, senators, sol- 
diers, fathers, and mothers, are mere paste- 
board men and women, manufactured to fill up 
the stage in the absence of the more important 
characters. 


The Damon of Mr. Cooper was a bold and 
faithful representation of the Pythagorean phi- 
losopher, and displayed in an unexpected man- 
per, the wonderiul effect which may be pro- 
duced on an audience by the united operation 
of his unrivalled physical and intellectual pow- 
ers. Among the most striking scenes, we re- 
member that in the senate chamber, when, a!- 
ter the senate had declared Dionysius to be 
king, Damon exclaimed— 


Are all content ? 
A nation’s rights betray’d, 
And al! content ! O slaves! 0 parricides ! 
O by the brightest hope a just man has, 
I blush to look around and cali vou men! 
What! with your own free willing hands yield up 
The ancient fabric of your constitution, 
To be a garrison, 2 common barrack, 
A common guard-house, aud for cominon cut-throats! 
What! will ye all combine to tie a stone 
Each to each other’s necks, and drown hike dogs 
Within the tide of time, and never float 
To after ages, or, at best, but float, 
A buoyant pestilence ? Can ve but dig 
Your own dark graves, creep into them, and die ?

The scene with Hermion, in the garden, was 
irresistibly affecting ; and it would be difficult 
to decide, whether, in the expression of un- 
bounded joy at meeting, or of overwhelming 
anguish at parting, he was most successful. 
Of the subsequent scene, when he learns that 
his slave Lucullus had slain bis horse to pre- 
vent his return to Syracuse, there can be hut 
one opinion among the hundreds who witness- 
edit. It was terrific and sublime beyond de- 
scniption; in the expression of thoughts and 
feelings iruly tragic, his countenance and voice 
aud gesticutation, would yield to no exhibition 
save that of his own Virginius and Macbeth. 
“. universal sensation of terror seized upon the 


spectator, as he dragged off Lucullus, exclaim- 


ing —- 
To the sternal river of the dead! 
the say is shorter than te Sy racuse-- 


“Tis ouy far as yonder yawning galf— 

i ll throw thee wii one swing to Tartarus, 

And foilow after thee. Nay, slave, no struggling ! 
Pyihias is grown impatient ; his red ghost 

“iarts fro:a the ground, and, witha bloody hand, 
Waves to the precipice. ‘ 


Inthe last scene he exhibited a variety of 
the most impassioned feelings, following each 
other in rapid succession ; the transitions from 





the profoundest grief or most perplexing fear 
and suspense to the excess of joy, and absolute 
certainty, were instantaneous and almost im- 
perceptible. A sensation of delight thrilled io 


every nerve and vein, as he pronounced, 
Pythias, 

Even in the very crisis to have come— 

To have hit the very forehead of old time, 

By heavens ! had I arrived an hour before, 

I should not feel this agony of joy,— 

This rRiumPH over Dionysius. , 


The majestic figure of the actor as he stood 
upon the scaffold to redeem his pledge, can be 
best described in the language he is made to 


utter— 


I am here upon the scaffold—look at me * 

I am standing on my throne ; as proud a one, 

As yon iilumin’d mountain, where the sun 

Makes his last stand ; let him look on me too ; 

He never did behold a spectacle 

More full of natural glory. 

All Syracuse starts up upon her hills, 

And lifts her hundred thousand hands ! she thouts ! 
Hark ! how she shouts! &c. &c.

Mr. Finn pleased us in Pythias ; and it 
is to be regretted that we are obliged to ada, 
that the grotesqueneas of his costume destroy- 
ed the effect, insome measure, of his good act- 
ing. If he will take a friend’s advice he will 
send back the bed-stead trimmings which de- 
corated his russett boots and his helmet, to the 
hard-ware shop from whence they came, there 
to be converted to their proper use. Mr. Char- 
nock was reapectable in Dionysius. The part, 
however, is not in his line. It should have 
been filled by Mr. Barrett, in whose hands it 
wanld have appeared, as it does in reading, to 
be the second part in the piece. Pythias isa 
a character placed continually in subservience 
to Damon, and fades away and is forgotten at 
his approach ; Dionysius is placed in contrast, 
and might be made an important and promineut 
personage, and claim, in the representation, a 
rank second only to Damon. The other parts,

TAX ON MARRIAGES. 
Among all the subjects of complaint in Eng- 
land, and they have a multitude of them, one 
entirely new has started up, and as it literally 
% comes home to men’s business and bosoms, 
bids fair to rank among the most grievous and 
intolerable. It is the difhiculty of being law/ul- 
ly married. For some cause or other, under 
the former laws regulating this all-important 
business of life. some evils were supposed to 
exist, the precise nature of which we are not 


such magnitude, as to induce the Lords, Spirit- 
ual and Temporal, and the Commons in Parlia- 
ment assembled, to overhaul the whole subject, 
and irame a new system. The new law has 
just gone into operation, and from the peculiar 
embarrassments and difficulties experienced un- 
der it, we are led to conclude that under the 
former regulations, marrying was too easily ef- 
fected, for it is now represented to be a her- 
culezn task ; and men in ordinary circamstanc- 
es, who, it must be remembered, want wives as 
well as those who are more affluent, are put to 
prodigious inconvenience, both physical and 
moral, in their endeavours to fulfil one of the 
earliest mandates in the divine law. In the 
first place, the act requires a most fearful series 
of swearing trom the parties. This is certainly 
agreatevil. Marriage oaths, if we are not 
much mistaken in some of the strongest princi- 
ples of human nature, will be dangerous things, 
and,in no great length of time will be in danger 
of sinking to the level of those of the custom 
house. It is a very unpleasant thing, to say 
the least of it, to make people swear to their 
-ages. In many instances, age is a fact which is 
concealed by the party concerned with the 
most scrupuious and pertinacious care. Some 
persons cannot be more easily or more serious- 
| ly affronted, than by a scrutiny into their age. 
It is considered not merely as an impertinent 
inquiry, but often a downright insult. Now. 
with such feelings, what can be more harsh 
and unkind, what more oppressive and unjust, 
than for a man and a woman, who have just 
passed through the trials and difficulties of coart- 
ship, and among others have surmounted the 
ticklish and thorny point of age, and are al! 
prepared in feeling and affection to close the 
concern, as the merchants say, not by dissolving.’ 
but by forming a partnership for life, to be call- 
ed up tu a stern and grisly magistrate, and be 
jorced, under the pains or penaities or perjary, 
to swear to their ages ? 

The act, however, is not satisfied with this 
mosi uncomfortable and vexatious preliminary, 
but it goes on to provide tor a certiicate of 
baptism, a license, &c. for all of which, besides 
the labor and trouble ef procuring, fees musi 
be paid to certain officers specified.

portant ofall mere worldly transactions, to fees, 
fines, penalties, and punishments, and obstacles 
of such a serious, and often insurmonntable na- 
ture are placed ia their way, when endeayvour- 
ing to form themselves into that intimate and 
virtuous connection, on which essentially de- 
pead ail the prosperity and happiness of life, 
and frequently the hope of fuiurity, it must be 
considered, by rauional and reflecting people, 
asa great national catam ty-—a measure that 
may deeply affect the character of future gen- 
ctations.— WV. ¥.
